HE ASSURED ODINTSOV HOWEVER THAT U.S. TRAIN COMANDERS UNDER 
STRICT INSTRUCTIONS TO BE ON GUARD FOR HITCHHIKERS ON U.S. 
TRAINS AND TRAIN COMMANDERS MADE CHECKS TO INSURE NO ILLEGAL RIDERS 
ABOARD.
